HE General Aſſembly doeth hereby Enz& and Appoint, 

# That in all time coming, the Repreſentation of the ſe- 
yeral P:elbytries of this National Church, in its Gene- 
ral Aſſemblies, ſhall hold proportion'to the number of Pariſhes, 
in which there are, or ought to be ſetled Miniſters, within'each 
Preſbytry ; in manner following, That is to ſay, That all 
Preſbytries conſiſting of T welve Pariſhes,or under that Number, 
ſhall ſend Two Miniiters and One Ruling Elder : And that all 
Preſbytries conſiſting of Erghteen Parithes, or under thar Num- 
ber, but above Twelve, ſhall ſ.-nd Three Miniſters and One 
Ruling ElJer: And that all 'Presbytiies coufiſting of T wenty 
Four Paiiſhes, or under that Number, but above Eightcen,ſhall 
oj ſend 
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ſend Four Miniſters and Two Ruling Elders: Andlaſtly, That 
all Preſbytries conſiſting of above Twenty Four Pariſhes, ſhall 
ſend Five Miniſters and Two Ruling Elders, to the General Af.

AF for the better Regulating Tranſportations of Miniffers, 
and Apeals thereanent.

\HE General Aſſembly taking to Conſideration, That 
deſigns of Tranſportations are become too common to 
many Paroches, and very froubieſome to Neighbour- 
"ing Congregations, and to Church Judicatories; Therefore the 
General Aſſembly,herepy Recommends to all Paroches,who are 
or may be yacant,that before they deſign the Calling of any Minis 
ſter already fixed in another Congregation, they do firſt ſeriouſly 
Eſſay and follow other means of providing themſelves, if they 
can befound. As alſo the General Aſſembly hereby Recom- 
mends, to all Preſbytries, That they do not concurr in any ſuch 
Call, ordefignof Tranſporting a Miniſter, from one Congrega- 
tion to another; Unleſs by due comparing of places and all parties 
concerned, The diſproportion berwixt them, and the greater good 
of the Church be manifeſtly evident. 

And ficlike when any ſuch deſign of Tranſportation is put- 
ſued, The General Aſſembly hereby Ordains ' that all 
Parties concerned therein, ſhall debate with ſuch Meck: 
neſs and Brorherly kindneſs, as becometh Parts and Mem- 
ders of the ſame Body of Chriſt,deſigning the good of the whole ; 
And that they Repreſent their Reaſons and Anſwers, with due 

erſpicuity and all poſſible brevity, and that they do not need- 
eſly expatiat on things which concerns not the True Merit of the 
Cauſe, And the General Aſſembly hereby prohibits all length» 
ning of Debates, by Replies and Duplies, unleſs the Judicatory 


betore whom the debate lyes, findit neceſſary for clearing ſome 
matter

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matterof Faq, or becauſe of ſome new matter that hath occur. 
red, which could not be conſidered before, 

And farther roprevent unneceſ{ary and contentious Appeals 
inſuch Marrers,Ic is hereby Declared and Ordained, Thatit both 
the competing Parocnes be within the Bounds of the ſame Pres. 
bytry, In that Caſe, the Deciſion and Sentence of the Preſbyrry 
ſhall rake efte&t and be obeyed ; Or it the Paroches be in diffe- 
rent Presbytrics, but both Presbytries within the ſame Synod, 
In that Caſe, the Deciſi-n and Senrence of the Synod (ball alſo 
' take effeR and be obeyed -Seing theſe ReſpeRive Judicatories are 
equally concerned in both Paroches.and may be thought firteſt to 
Judge both of the Diſproportion of the Paroches, and the ſurable.

'T* E General Aſſembly of this National Church hereby 
A ppoinrs, That no Preſbytry ſhall admit any perſon to 
Tr1., in order to preaching, burtſuch as are of Sound Principles, 
and of a Sober, Grave, Prudent and Pious Behaviour.and of whom 
they have Ground to conceive good Hopes, that they ſhall be 
Uieful and Editying inthe Church. And for this endit is hereby 
appointed, That ſuch perſons ſhall produce before the Presby- 
tries whoadmit them to Tryal, ſufficient Teſtimonials from the 
Miniſters of rhe Paroches where they lived, and from the Pres- 
bytries in whoſe Bounds they reſide, and alſo from the Proteſ- 
ſors of Divinity, where they may have attended the Profeſſion 


for ſome time, And if the ſaids perſons come from a place 
C where 
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where there is no Presbytry yet Conſtitute according to the Le- 
gal Eſtabliſhment, They ſhall produce Teftificates from the next 
adjacentP resbytry,who are to inform themſelyes concerning their 
Principles and Behaviour,and to Teſtify of them accordingly, 

And ficlikethe General Aſſembly hereby Appoints, That 
when ſuch perſons are firſt Licenſed to be Probationers, They 
ſhall oblidge themſelvs to Preach only within the bounds, or by 
the DireQion of that Presbytry, which did Licenſe them; And 
they ſhall alſo <1 promiſe and Subſctiption, engage themſclyes, 
That they ſhall be ſubje& tothe P resbytry that did Licenſe them, 
or to any other Church Judicatory, wherein providence they 
ſhall have there abode, for ſhorter or longer time: And that they 
ſhall tollow no diviſive courſe: And this their Engagement ſhall 
be inſert in the body of their Licenſe. And farther, the Gene. 
ral Aſſembly appoints, That when they are remoying from that 
Presbytiry which did Licenſe them, They ſhall carry with them 
an ExtraQt of rheir Licence, and a Teſtimonial from the Presby. 
try of their Carriage, whica they aretopreſentto the Presbytry to 
which they come, or atleaſt to ſome Miniſter therein, betore they 
preach within that bounds ; And which Miniſter is notto imploy 
them, except in his own Pulpir, until he give notice thereot to 
the Presbytry at their next meeting, and have their allowance, 
As alſoit is hereby appointed that the ſaid Presbytry to which 
the ſaids Probationers ſo come, ſhall require the ſame ſubjeQion 
and orderly Carriage, from the ſaids Probationers, during their 
abode in that bounds to which they were ingaged. to the pres: 
bytry by which they were Licenſed, And it they go toany place 
where a Presbytry is not yet Conſtitute according tothe LagalF- 
ſtabliſhment, They ſhall be oblidged before They preach in that 
bounds, to make their addreſs to the next adjacent and legally E- 
rected Presbytry, to whom they ſhall-be ſubjet, and by whom 
they ſhall be directed as aforeſaid. 

And in caſe The fſaids Probationers Malyerſe in Do- 
Arine or Converſation, They ſhall be Countable ro, and 
Cenſurable by the foreſaid ReſpeRive Judicatories, as they 
ſhall ſee cauſe, And if the ſaids Probarioners retuſe SubjeRion 
or prove Contumacious to ſuch Cenſure, whether of Reproof,
